A rep ort on the criminal ca­ 
reer of Archie Rig don, held in 
jail here at a theft su sp ect, was 
receiv ed by Chief Harry Lev i 
Satu rday morning from the Fed­ 
eral Bu reau of Inv estig ation at 
Washing ton. 
Rig don was arrested by city 
p olice last week end for alleg ed­ 
ly stealing sev eral articles from 
the Martin cafe on North Main 
street. 
His fing erp rints were 
taken and sent in to the FBI 
for a check-u p after he admit­ 
ted that he had been in trou ble 
with the law on two other occa­ 
sions. 
The federal dep artment’s re­ 
p ort showed that Rig don was 
g iv en 
a 2-y ear sentence a 
Frankfort, Ky ., for maliciou s cu t­ 
ting and wou nding in 1922. Fou r 
y ears later he receiv ed a 10-y ear 
sentence at the same city for 
robbery . Ag ain, in 1931, he was 
g iv en 3 y ears at Frankfort for 
driv ing a car withou t the own­ 
er’s consent. 
Rig don also receiv ed three 
earlier terms at the Kentu cky 
reformatory on lesser charg es 
from 1916 to 1919, the rep ort 
stated.

by congress on J uly 4, 1776. 
But—it was not until August 2 
hat the 56 signers put their 
names on it. Some of them were 
not even members of congress on 
the Fourth. 
‘They just let them sign it,” 
explained an attache of the Li­ 
brary’s historical section, “ to be 
courteous and not hurt any­ 
body’s feelings.”

There’s still a lot of historical 
confusion about the Declaration, 
and the Library doubts if it will 
ever get straightened out.

Evidence shows that on J une 7, 
1776, Richard Henry Lee laid be­ 
fore the congress a resolution 
that the colonies be considered 
free and independent.

WlH^n a few days Jap an's Sup reme War Coun­ 


cil wjll m fet to consider anew th e destinies 
of th e emp ire. Th is meeting will be an extra­ 
ordinary occasion. 
Th e Sup reme War Council 
assembles orily on rare occasions, in time of 
grav e national crisis, wh en th ere is real and 
p resting p eril and momentous decisions must 
be made. Th ere h av e been only fiv e such meet­ 
ings in th e modern h istory of Jap an and only 
one during th e last year, notwith standing th at 
th e nation is deep ly inv olv ed in ruinous war 
wh ose tide h as not turned in accordance with 
anticip ations. 
In a sense, Jap an h as been v ictorious in Ch ina. 
Its troop s h av e gained im p ortant military suc­ 
cesses and h av e taken great stretch es of terri­ 
tory, th inly and p recariously h eld, but h av e not 
succeeded, in so far as can be determined, in 
bringing th e war ap p reciably closer to its end.
